DECK LOADS—LOSS OF VESSEL. 


Wo understand that the Department of 
Marine arid Fisheries have received fram 
the Board of Trade of England a copy of 
the report of an official inquiry held t 
South Shields into the circumstadcee 
attending the abadonment of the baryve 
Palestine, of South Shields, during |a 
voyage fram Quebec, by which it willl be 
seen that the Court attributed the low of 
that vessel to her having a deck cargq bf 
timber, which went adrift when the ship 
encountered bad weather. The ‘Court 
farther expressed the opinion that the 
carrying of (eck cargoes is attended with 
sereat danger and risk to life and property. 

From, the report it appears that the 
vessel was built of wood, at South Shiokis, 
im the year 1834, and was’ of the register 
tonnage of 415.44 tons, and owned by Jahn 
Hall of South Shields and John Pybura of 
Seaton Delaval, in oqual shares, and Yas 
not ciased at Lloyds. She sailed from 
the ‘Tyne on the Sth of March last, cbal 
and coke laden, bound to Carthageha. 
After discharging this cargo, she procegul- 
‘1 to Quebeo in ballast, where she took in 
4 cargo of timber, part of which, consist. 
ing of balks, was stowed on deck. She 
sailed from Quebec on the 16th of August, 
under the command of Captain Willian 
Gunn, who holla » certificate of corpo. 
tency as master, and manned with a crew 
‘of twolre hands all told. Nothing of mo- 
ment occurred in the homeward passage 
till thdy approached land, when stress of 
weather compelled them to put into 
Stromness for shelter.
